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Obscure S.F Election Challenges 
Future of Calitornia Democratic Party 





Two Assembly districts that cover San Francisco will choose 28 delegates to represent the city in the state's biggest political party.

It’s not necessarily popular to 
identify as a Democrat in San Francisco. 
We have clubs with the political party in 
the name — the Latino Democratic Club, 
the Harvey Milk Democratic Club, or the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic Club — 
but when taken on its own the word 
“Democrat” causes many a die-hard pro- 
gressive to wrinkle their nose. Decades 
of white-washing, corruption, and shady 
deals with Republicans have left liberals 
jaded, so much so that even though 84 
percent of San Franciscans voted for Hil- 
lary Clinton in November 2016, only a 
little more than half of the city’s voters 
are registered Democrats. 

But there are advantages to being 
registered with a political party — 
mailers and spam emails notwith- 
standing. This weekend, San Francisco 
Democrats can cast their ballots ina 
little-known vote to shape the future of 
the state’s Democratic Party from the 
inside out. The biennial selection of our 
Assembly District Delegates is upon us. 

Whether they’re aware of it or not, 
all San Franciscans live in one of two 
Assembly districts. David Chiu rep- 
resents Assembly District 17, roughly 
cut out to be the eastern half of the city. 
Phil Ting’s Assembly District 19 covers 
the western half, plus much of Daly City 
and Colma. 

While we're only able to vote for 
one assemblyperson, this weekend San 
Franciscans have the opportunity to 
elect 14 brand new Assembly District 
Delegates to the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, the group of people 
who help determine the official party 
platform. The selected delegates, half 
men and half women — self-identified, 
of course — will help choose the party’s 
leadership, influence its policy deci- 
sions, and decide which ballot measures 
and candidates to endorse in the 2019 
and 2020 elections. 

It’s no small task. As the League 
of Pissed Off Voters reminded us this 
week, the 2017 Democratic State 
Central Committee’s vote for chair of 
the California Democratic Party was 
mired in drama. In a stark reminder 
that every vote counts, Kimberly Ellis, 

a progressive woman of color who had 
the support of then-Lt. Governor Gavin 
Newsom, lost by a meager 2 percent. 


Eric Bauman, who won, stepped 
down last November over sexu- 
al-harassment claims. 

With 28 total positions 
available, this weekend gives 
San Francisco Democrats a 
chance to send the best and 
brightest into the tumultuous 
party. 

Chiu has created his own 
slate of delegates he'd like elect- 
ed in AD 17, a list that includes 
some very safe, moderate faces. 
Mawuli Tugbenyoh works in 
Mayor London Breed’s office 
as the liaison to the Board of 
Supervisors. Laura Foote is the 
executive director of YIMBY 
Action. And Todd David leads 
the pro-development group 
San Francisco Housing Action 
Coalition. 

But the issues Chiu’s slate is 
running on — no border wall, a 
fair economy, LGBTQ rights — 
are generally easy shoo-ins for 
Californians. 

In contrast, the opposing Reform 
Democrats slate raises issues much 
more likely to be heavily controversial 
if voted on at a state level: repealing the 
Ellis Act, creating public banks, outlaw- 
ing homeless sweeps, and decriminaliz- 
ing substance use. They’re not afraid of 
thinking big, either. No. 1 on the list is 
“get corporate money out of the Demo- 
cratic Party.” 

This bold to-do list is intentional. 
Peter Gallotta, who was elected as a 
delegate for AD 17 in 2016, says re- 
form-centered delegates emerged after 
President Donald Trump won the elec- 
tion, when people were really disillu- 
sioned with the Democratic Party. 

“In 2016, we reached a breaking 
point,” he says. “The Democratic Party 
had lost its way, and it had lost its 
principles. Clearly something was 
wrong with the message, with the 
institution, with the organizing. It 
seemed like something was rotting.” 

Rather than give up on it entirely, 
Gallotta took on the task of running 
as a delegate and changing it from the 
inside. 

“We want to take the party back 
for the 99 percent, for the working 
people,” he says. “What does the Dem- 
ocratic Party stand for? Is it for Wall

Street or Main Street? Is the party 
going to turn a blind eye to deporta- 
tions, or are they going to stand up for 
DREAMers?” 

This year’s AD 17 reform slate is 
even more diverse than years past. 
Kevin Ortiz of the San Francisco Latino 
Democratic Club works hard to prevent 
displacement and gentrification in the 
Mission District. Jane Martin is a long- 
time fearless union organizer. Shanti 
Singh co-heads the Democratic Social- 
ists - San Francisco Chapter when she’s 
not fighting for tenants’ rights at her 
day job. Even former-Supervisor John 
Avalos is vying for a seat. 

But not everyone on the reform 
slate is so well known. Kitty Fong is 
running to ensure that issues affecting 
Asian-American San Franciscans are 
not forgotten or ignored. A newcomer 
to city politics, Fong recently worked as 
a legislative aide to former-Supervisor 
Jane Kim. 

“I grew up in Chinatown in an SRO, 
and I know how important it is for fam- 
ilies with children to get into affordable 
housing,” she tells SF Weekly. “Children 
should not be focusing on housing 
or where they’re going to sleep. They 
should be focusing on education.” 

Policies aside, Fong says her

presence on the slate would provide 
much-needed perspective. 

“Asian-American females are lack- 
ing voices, especially with Jane and 
Katy [Tang] leaving office,” she says. 
“With only Supervisor Sandra Lee 
Fewer left, we are lacking participa- 
tion in all areas, from department 
heads to commissions. We need 
Asian-American representation. | 
want to bring their voices to a state 
level.” 

While issues of diversity, inclu- 
sivity, and reform rage in AD 17, an 
entirely different race is shaping up 
across town. After a few bumps and 
bruises with delegate slates from 
years past, Phil Ting reached out to 
the San Francisco Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee (DCCC) to 
help him curate an AD 19 slate that 
accurately reflects his constituency 
and its issues. DCCC member Kelly 
Akemi Groth stepped up to the plate, 
scrambling to schedule meetings with 
potential delegates over the holidays. 
After much back-and-forth, the slate 
was finalized, with big names like 
Brigitte Davila — the president of the 
City College of San Francisco Board of 
Trustees — next to smaller ones, like 
Alan Wong, who is a legislative aide to 


the newly sworn-in Super- 
visor Gordon Mar. But the 
selection wasn't easy. 

“We had so many awe- 
some people who wanted to 
run, who had to step back 
for different reasons,” Groth 
says. 

In the end, the whole 
process “was pretty collabo- 
rative,” she adds. 

With double the candi- 
dates of AD 19 it’s likely that 
turnout will be bigger at the 
AD 17 event on Saturday. 

Candidates aside, it can 
be hard to get hundreds of 
people to line up on a week- 
end and vote for something 
almost no one has heard 
of. But Gallotta believes its 
importance can’t be over- 
looked. “The Assembly Dis- 
trict election is one way that 
we're able to set the agenda 
and build a party that we 
care about as Democrats,” 
he says. “I think our biggest hurdle 
is complacency. It took us two years 
to take the House, and it'll take more 
than two years to bolster the party 
and win the presidential election. This 
is a year where we have to continue to 
organize and show up.” 

If you've got that democracy itch 
and want to head to the polls this 
weekend, you can find out what As- 
sembly District you're in by visiting 
findyourrep.legislature.ca.gov. 

To check on your voter registration 
status and to see if you're a registered 
Democrat, visit sos.ca.gov/elections/ 
cavoter. You can sign up in just a few 
minutes online, or do so in person at 
either voting event this weekend. 

If you’re a member of Assembly Dis- 
trict 17, head to the Women’s Building 
at 3543 18th St. on Saturday, Jan. 12 
from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. to hear speech- 
es from candidates and vote. 

And if you’re in Assembly District 
19, trek down to 101 Lake Merced 
Blvd. in Daly City on Sunday, Jan. 13 
from 10 a.m. to 2:30 p.m.

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Vapor Rises 


The Vapor Room, along-lost dispensary, has returned at anew SoMa location, and its 
Six-and-a-half year comeback story is areal gas.

Hardly any new dispensaries 
have opened in San Francisco since 
recreational cannabis became legal 
last year. But one dispensary that did 
is an old friend from the earliest days 
of medical marijuana. 

The Vapor Room was a Haight 
Street marijuana mainstay since 
2004, one of the city’s original 
medical cannabis dispensaries. 
Although it was shut down in 
2012 amid a federal crackdown on 
medical marijuana shops, it’s been 
reincarnated in a stylish new space 
at Ninth and Mission streets. 

And just like at the original Va- 
por Room, you can legally blaze up 
inside the store. 

“T’m really blessed and lucky to 
come back,” Vapor Room president 
Martin Olive tells SF Weekly, remi- 
niscing on the 15-year-long, strange 
trip of one of San Francisco's O.G. 
dispensaries. 

When the Vapor Room first 
opened in 2004, there were only 
about half a dozen dispensaries 
in town. These were plastic-furni- 
ture-and-folding-table operations that 
did not resemble the upscale, boutique 
dispensaries we see today. 

Olive decked out the original Vapor 
Room at Haight and Steiner with vin- 
tage 1970s lounge furniture. “It had that 
stoner-uncle’s-basement sort of a vibe,” 
he tells us. 

“There would be some 80-year-old 
lady whose doctor gave her a medical 
cannabis recommendation, getting a 
joint passed to her by some 25-year-old 
Lower Haight kid with his hat on back- 
wards and baggy pants.” 

Back then, it was perfectly legal 
to get high inside a dispensary, and 
the Vapor Room lived up to its name 
by providing in-store vaporizers for 
smoking out. The strict permit and reg- 
ulation requirements of today did not 
yet exist. 

“If you found a willing landlord, you 
were set to go,’ Olive says. 

That changed in 2012, when a 
Justice Department crackdown on 
California medical marijuana shops 
threatened the closure of the Vapor 
Room, plus other Bay Area cannabis 
hotspots like Oaksterdam, Harborside, 
and Shambhala. 

By then there were marijuana rules 
and regulations, but San Francisco’s ear- 
liest cannabis laws were short-sighted. 
Permits were tied to street addresses 


and not to business owners, making it 
all but impossible for dispensaries tar- 
geted by the DOJ to reopen. 

“If your landlord evicted you because 
you received a letter from the DOJ, or if 
your building burned down, or any of a 
number of problems that could happen 
with the space, that permit could not 
be moved to another location,” Olive 
explains. 

The Vapor Room lost its location, 
and its Haight Street permit went up in 
smoke. 

“When we shut down, the liquor 
stores, bars, sandwich shops, and cloth- 
ing stores all said, “Those 300 people you 
brought to the neighborhood every day, 
they’re not coming here anymore,” Ol- 
ive says. “Everyone saw a dip in sales.” 

He was determined to reopen a brick- 
and-mortar Vapor Room store, but it 
would take nearly seven years. The Plan- 
ning Department shot down his 2015 
request to resurrect the shop at Geary 
and Larkin streets. So the Vapor Room 
set its sights on a vacant Ninth Street 
spot that had long been a nondescript 
sandwich-and-bagel shop called Coffee 
Mine. 

“It was in serious disarray,’ he laughs. 
“There was black mold, there was a lot of 
stuff going on.” 

But Vapor Room had one big ad- 
vantage over other aspiring dispensary 
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The Vapor Roo

applicants. Since it applied for its new 
medical marijuana permit in 2016, 

the permit request was already in the 
pipeline before the Board of Supervisors 
passed an onerous set of dispensary reg- 
ulations in late 2017. This allowed the 
Vapor Room to sidestep rules that have 
prevented any new dispensaries from 
being approved last year. 

Admittedly, the new Vapor Room is 
tiny compared to its previous iteration. 
But Olive collaborated with designers 
from Divisadero Street gallery The Per- 
ish Trust to create an airy, open space 
that never requires customers to stand 
in a line. 

“T didn’t want to replicate the original 
Vapor Room,’ he says. “We came up with 
this bodega-style idea where people can 
shop at their leisure.” 

You can also smoke at your own 
leisure, as the new Vapor Room has one 
of San Francisco’s few on-site cannabis 
consumption permits. So go ahead and 
pass that joint to the 80-year-old lady 
next to you.

X Marks the 
Gender 


Gender-nonconforming 
Californians can now apply 
for IDs that accurately 
reflect their identity.

As the Trump administration 


withdraws Obama-era protections 
for transgender people in the mili- 
tary, public schools, and the work- 
place, California has rolled out state 
identification with a third gender 
option. 

The state DMV began process- 
ing IDs with an “X” marker last 
week, recognizing the non-binary 
reality of gender. The agency 
estimates that more than 54,000 
people will take advantage of the 
new law and change their gender 
category this year. 

Until now, Californians seek- 
ing to change their gender on 
state identification were required 
to obtain a doctor’s declaration, 

a substantial barrier that often 
means years-long waiting periods 
in other parts of the country. The 
new law also removes the require- 
ment that they undergo clinical 
treatment to change the gender 
on their birth certificate and in- 
stead requires a sworn affidavit. 

Still, for Alon Altman, a Google 
employee who is genderqueer and 
uses they/them pronouns, it’s 
hard to believe the process could 
finally be this easy. They fought 
for their right to change their ID 
for years, and even lobbied the 
California Legislature to pass SB 
179 in 2017. By setting a remind- 
er in October to snag an appoint- 
ment in 2019, Altman became one 
of the first individuals to receive a 
temporary license marking ‘X’ for 
gender at the Santa Clara DMV 
Oh sane Z 

They came prepared with the 
necessary forms already filled out 
and with a printout of the entire 
text of the bill. The latter proved 
unnecessary. 

“T was like, finally, an actual 
official document that reflects my 
fluid gender — Iam what I am,” 
Altman tell SF Weekly. “I think 
most people don’t even think 
about it.” 

But for transgender and 
gender-nonconforming people, 
having the correct gender on 
a government-issued form is 
life-changing. 

“Whether going through air- 
port security, voting, or applying 


for a bank account, everyone 
needs an accurate ID to safely 
navigate life,” Kris Hayashi, exec- 
utive director of the Transgender 
Law Center, said in 2017. “Yet 
outdated laws and other barriers 
have blocked almost 70 percent of 
transgender people from updating 
any of their identity documents, 
and one-third of transgender peo- 
ple have been harassed, assaulted, 
or turned away when seeking ba- 
sic services.” 

In preparation for the imple- 
mentation of SB 179, DMV staff 
went through sensitivity training. 
Altman says one agent was ini- 
tially unsure what to do with the 
form but a simple click on “yes” to 
accept moved the process along. 

But for others, the gender 
change on IDs is just the begin- 
ning. Jamie Culpon, a friend of 
Altman’s who is also genderqueer, 
accompanied them to the DMV 
and also received a temporary li- 
cense with the gender marked “X.” 

Culpon must return to the 
DMV after the official card arrives 
in the mail to finalize a name 
change. Although the IRS has 
Culpon’s updated name, their 
Georgia-issued birth certificate 
and passport do not. 

That leads into the next needed 
step for non-binary people — fed- 
eral reform that includes a third 
gender option for a passport. (Al- 
tman prefers no gender markers 
but says that 'X’ is a great indica- 
tor nonetheless.) 

Pakistan, Canada, and New 
Zealand are among some coun- 
tries that allow non-binary pass- 
ports but the United States is just 
getting started with domestic 
identification. Washington D.C 
and Oregon were the first juris- 
dictions to offer a gender-neutral 
option for identification in 2017. 
Minnesota and Maine followed 
in 2018, while similar legislation 
in New Jersey takes effect next 
month. 

“A lot of the people in the Bay 
Area get complacent,” Culpon says 
about LGBTQ rights, adding that 
they’ve faced harassment in queer 
groups for being “too trans.” But 
simply put, the 2019 changes have 
them “wicked fucking stoked.” 

Altman is flying out of town 
in a few weeks and hopes to first 
receive their official California 
driver’s license to test the waters. 
While they are not sure what the 
reaction will be, the first expe- 
rience of not being incorrectly 
identified as male or female was a 
relatively smooth start. 

“It was surprisingly straight- 
forward for dealing with the 
DMV,” Altman says. 
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Are Minor 
Cannabinoids 
the Future?

Anyone who’s set foot in a dis- 
pensary likely already knows about sa- 
tiva and indica, the two base strains of 
cannabis. Pot enthusiasts are also prob- 
ably acquainted with THC and CBD, 
cannabinoids with their own unique 
properties and medicinal benefits. For 
PotBotics CEO David Goldstein, these 
distinctions merely scratch the surface 
— and his company is eager to dig 
deep. 

If you haven't heard of CBN, 
THCv, or any of the other nearly 140 
minor cannabinoids that have been 
identified in the cannabis plant, you 
may soon. According to Goldstein, 
they are in fact one of our best tools 
in truly determining which strains 
will most consistently treat specific 
ailments. As an example, he points to 
the fact that the “in the couch” sensa- 
tion often attributed to indicas is, in 
fact, more likely the result of a strain 
having a high percentage of CBN. 


“CBN is a drowsy cannabinoid,” he 
explains. “It’s one of the psychoactive 
cannabinoids and CBN, on its own, 
is oftentimes what people end up 
categorizing as an indica. These days, 
we re so far down the lineage of what 
is an authentic indica that oftentimes 
it’s really just a dispensary labeling 
CBN as an indica versus the actual 
science.” 

‘The science in question consists 
of a strain that might be high in CBN 
while also low in THCv, a stimulating 
cannabinoid often found in sativas 
that can produce an energetic sen- 
sation. 

To learn more about the ways 
minor cannabinoids can benefit 
us, Goldstein’s company created an 
app: PotBot. The program gathers 
data by crawling scientific journals 
to match minor cannabinoids with 
specific conditions 
to draw quantitative 
conclusions. In order to 
ensure the validity of 
the information it pro- 
cesses, PotBot is given 
weighted priorities, like 
a preference for more 
recent studies versus 
ones from 30 years ago, 
as well as whether the 
research came from 
a reputable scientific 
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journal or was conducted on animals 
(as opposed to humans). 

PotBot helps consumers better 
understand the ingredients within a 
given strain that are actually helping 
them. As Goldstein sees it, strains 
as they are currently marketed offer 
very little information. 

“T don’t think these strains nec- 
essarily have a fingerprint,” he says. 
“It’s hard to say the strain is the 
main jargon anymore. For me, when I 
look at strains, I look at cannabinoid 
levels because when you lift the veil, 
the name doesn’t really matter. Even 
indica and sativa don’t really matter. 
It’s the cannabinoid and terpene 
values that really reveal the medical 
benefits.” 

Another area of focus for Gold- 
stein is providing more research for 
physicians, a group he considers 
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to be gatekeepers for the industry. 

“T think that physicians would be 
more galvanized and feel less stig- 
matized and more prepared to have 
meaningful follow-up conversations 
if they were able to begin personaliz- 
ing this medicine on a minor canna- 
binoid level,” he says. 

Goldstein envisions doctors in 
the near future being able to cite 
HIPPA-compliant data from PotBot 
about which minor cannabinoids and 
terpenes benefit patients suffering 
from conditions like Post-Traumatic 
Stress Disorder and Crohn’s Disease 
and then make appropriate recom- 
mendations. 

“Physicians want to have a mean- 
ingful discussion where they’re not 
just telling patients to go buy White 
Widow or Sour Diesel,” Goldstein 

notes. “No doctor wants 
to leave a patient to rely 
on a budtender. I'd love 
to think all budtenders 
are ethical, but some- 
times they’re trying to 
push what they have 
the most inventory of 
or what has the highest 
margin.” 

If one imagines a 
dispensary like a gro- 
cery store, Goldstein 
suggests that limiting a 
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patient’s choices to binaries like “CBD 
or THC” and “indica or sativa” is the 
equivalent of believing there are only 
two types of apples to choose from. 
Instead, he wants to make consumers 
and professionals aware of the vast 
array of options that exist within 
cannabis — including the specific 
combinations that will potentially be 
an individual’s best fit. 

While Goldstein does give priority 
to the medical side of the equation, 
he emphasizes that recreational users 
too will enjoy the benefits of a more 
nuanced and better understood ap- 
proach to cannabinoids. 

“When you look at recreational 
consumption,’ he says, “there’s a 
huge benefit to knowing what CBN is 
about. Is it going to make me sleepy 
when I’m going to a music festival? 
Right now, we clump everything into 
sativa and indica, but we are so far 
away from the original Kush of the 
Kush Mountain region of Afghani- 
stan. We are in the 20th generation of 
genetics in cannabis. Understanding 
how these different, smaller molecu- 
lar structures affect patients will only 
better the industry as a whole.”

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How to spot human trafficking

This weeks question comes from 
Lydia in San Francisco, who writes: I 
am originally from Jamaica. I learned 
of an opportunity to work in San 
Francisco as a hotel housekeeper. He 
told me that if I paid him he would 
get me a job in the United States. I 
was told I would earn $2,000 a month 
plus overtime. When I arrived in 
San Francisco, things were different. 

I was employed by an agency that 
contracted with hotels and worked 

70 hours a week. The agency took my 
passport for “safekeeping” for the 
money they charged me to come here 
and for rent in crowded company 
housing. No matter how many hours | 
worked, I didn’t get overtime, and the 
fees they charged continued to rise. I 
could never break even. Eventually, I 
collapsed at work and was taken toa 
hospital where I met a social worker. 
She told me that it sounded like I was 
a victim of human trafficking. 


Could I be a victim of Human Trafficking? 


: Thank you for your question, 

Lydia. What a horrific series of 
events to go through. I am sorry that 
this happened to you. Based on the 
information you provided, it is possi- 


ble that you have been the victim of 
Human Trafficking under California 
law. Human trafficking can take many 
forms and is not limited to the sexual 
exploitation we hear so much about 
and see in movies. In fact, human 
trafficking can and does occur in legal 
and legitimate businesses such as 
restaurants, hotels and manufactur- 
ing plants. 

Unfortunately, there are many 
common misconceptions about what 
human trafficking is, and who has 
been a victim. For example, human 
trafficking does not require physi- 
cal restraint or force. Psychological 
means of control such as threats or 
fraud can suffice. In your case, the 
unreasonable payroll deductions, as 
well as the holding on to your pass- 
port because of your “debt” can meet 
the “control” requirement of a human 
trafficking claim. 

Many people also confuse human 
trafficking with human smuggling. 
While each can take a severe toll 
on the survivors, they are separate 
claims. Human trafficking occurs 
regardless of whether there was any 
transportation or illegal border cross- 
ing. (See Cal. Civ. Code § 52.5 and Cal. 
Penal Code § 236.1). Smuggling, on 
the other hand, would require trans- 
portation over a border. With hotel

workers like you, it is not uncommon, 
for people to be induced to come to 
California through misrepresentation 
of the type of work or amount of pay. 
Often, a recruiter will work directly 
with immigration officials to ensure a 
legal visa is issued. 

The California legislature recently 
took steps to help remedy the misun- 
derstandings and to bring attention 
to the issue so that victims, or those 
who may come into contact with 
them, may more easily recognize 
human trafficking. In September 
2018, two laws were passed requiring 
certain businesses to post human 
trafficking notices and trainings. 

SB 970 requires training of new 
employees at hotels and motels. The 
employer must provide at least 20 
minutes of training and education 
on how to identify, respond to and 
report human trafficking. After an 
initial Jan. 1, 2020 deadline for train- 
ing, each new worker must receive 
training within six months of being 
hired and again every 2 years. 

AB 2034 requires the posting of 
notices regarding Human Trafficking 
in hotels, motels, bus and truck stops, 
as well as several other business 
establishments where trafficking is 
prevalent or may be seen. The notice 
must be in, English, Spanish, and 
whichever other language is most 
widely spoken in that county. The no- 
tice must state that if “you or some- 


one you know is forced to 
engage in any activity and 
cannot leave — whether it 
is commercial sex, house- 
work, farm work, construc- 
tion, factory, retail, restau- 
rant work, or any other 
activity they may text of 
call one of the human traf- 
ficking hotlines.

In times of fear and turmoil, we 
all need somewhere to hide. 

For many years, there was safety 
to be found in Mister Rogers’ Neighbor- 
hood, a fictional place where bigotry 
and hate simply didn’t exist. While 
the respite Fred Rogers once offered 
is now a relic of the past, thankfully 
there’s a new land for folks in distress 
to flock to when the world starts to 
get too frightening. 

Over the course of four seasons, 
Schitt’s Creek has explored the plight 
of the Roses, a once-wealthy family 
now forced to live in a small town 
that patriarch Johnny (Eugene Levy) 
had bought as a joke. In the charm- 
ingly Canadian backwoods landscape 
of this imaginary hamlet, no one 
cares about your sexual orientation 
or race. Instead, they’re busy worry- 
ing about plots to sell unpasteurized 
milk or the ramifications of a head- 
lice outbreak. 

San Francisco fans will have the 
chance to see the actors behind the 
Rose family (as well as cast members 
Emily Hampshire and Noah Reid) 
when Sketchfest brings Schitt’s Creek: 
Up Close & Personal to the Masonic on 
Jan. 20. 

Co-created by Levy and his re- 
al-life son, Daniel (who also plays 
his fictional son, David), the series 
reunites the elder Levy with his 
frequent on-screen collaborator, the 
peerless Catherine O’Hara. Togeth- 
er with Annie Murphy as daughter 
Alexis, Schitt’s Creek manages to play 
off the tropes of reality-show fam- 
ilies like the Kardashian clan while 
making clear that however quiet or 
peculiar some townspeople may be, 
they’re simply decent folk searching 
for a little happiness. 

According to Daniel Levy, that 
atmosphere of acceptance was always 
part of the plan. 

“Our goal, comedically, was to nev- 
er be cruel or mean or laugh at any- 
one’s expense,’ he says. “I think so of- 
ten, small towns are made the butt of 
the joke, particularly in like broader, 
comedic situations, and it just wasn’t 
really interesting to us. We thought 
we could do more with it.” 

In less capable hands, such noble 
ambitions might only be achieved at 
the cost of comedic value, but when 
you have a cast that includes O’Hara, 
Levy, Murphy, and Letterman favorite 
Chris Elliott, laughs are not an issue. 
For O’Hara, who plays the impeccably 
dressed and often-deluded Moira, the

concept of Schitt’s Creek is simply an 
extension of who Daniel Levy is. 

“Daniel really does write from 
love,’ she says. “I think it just comes 
naturally to him.” 

Another area where the younger 
Levy excels is fashion. It was during 
Schitt’s Creek’s initial development 
that he hit on the idea that as long 
as the Rose clan continued to dress 
in the clothes they owned from their 
previous, affluent life, it wouldn’t be 
necessary to constantly remind view- 
ers of the riches-to-rags narrative at 
the heart of the show. 

The result: perfection. Any given 
episode may find Moira leaving the 
dilapidated motel where the Roses 
reside wearing Alexander McQueen 
or Balenciaga on her way to a town 
council meeting or a neighborhood 
barbecue. Then there’s the matter of 
her wigs, which are truly a supporting

cast all their own—a notion bolstered 
by the fact that Moira apparently 

has names like Kristen and Robin for 
each one in her sizable collection. 

According to O’Hara, Levy and 
costume designer Debra Hanson revel 
in the task of dressing Moira, which 
delights the actress beloved for roles 
in films like Beetlejuice and Home 
Alone to no end. 

“At every wardrobe fitting, I don’t 
say anything,” she laughs. “I just 
stand there like a model, and Dan- 
iel and Debra will hold jewelry and 
different accessories up to me. Some 
of the clothes they get are not easy 
to decipher. Sometimes it takes 15 
minutes for us to figure out what the 
sleeve is and where the head goes. ’m 
just really so grateful for how I get to 
look on this show.” 

On Schitt’s Creek, the wardrobe is, 
in a sense, both external and internal.

While Moira has her stunning out- 
fits and matching personality, Daniel 
Levy’s David wraps himself in acerbic 
one-liners like a snug Givenchy polo. 
Meanwhile, Eugene Levy’s Johnny 
always seems to have an immaculate 
suit to pair with his stalwart deter- 
mination to free his family from their 
pitiful fate. The Roses may often 
come across as snobbish — Alexis’ 
frequent cries of “Eww, David!” have 
become a cherished catchphrase — 
but in truth, they’re simply seeking 
the same hope as everyone around 
them. 

This aura of empathy has trans- 
lated to viewers. When Schitt’s Creek 
first aired, Levy recalls people telling 
them it was a really funny show. As 
the series enters its fifth season, that 
tone has shifted. Now, fans tell Levy 
that they need the series and the 
comfort it provides. 
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“I think part of the reason people 
are responding to our show,” Levy 
says, has to be tied with the fact 
that, politically speaking, many of us 
feel like there are dark clouds hanging 
over us at all times. Our show offers 
21 minutes and 50 seconds of good 
intentions, kindness, and love. That 
can be a really nice respite for people 
who are looking to escape reality for 
a minute. I think we just sort of hap- 
pened to be putting out some good 
vibes at the right time.”

Co-founder Janet Varney shares the 
highs (and lows) of Sketchfest's first 
1/ years.

If you see Janet Varney dashing 
madly around San Francisco over the next three 
weeks, feel free to thank her. After all, it was Var- 
ney — in partnership with Cole Stratton and Da- 
vid Owens — who gave the city the gift of 
Sketchfest back in 2002. Since then, the pro- 
gramming has grown from sketch and stand-up 
to film and television tributes, live podcast tap- 
ings, experimental variety shows, and much 
more. 

Now legally an adult, Sketchfest will cel- 
ebrate its 18th birthday alongside comedy 
legends like Carol Burnett, Neil Patrick Harris, 
and the Kids in the Hall. For Varney, it’s the 
festival's earliest years that linger in her mem- 
ory. Those were the days when Sketchfest’s 
future was still very much in doubt. 

Then came the booking that changed every- 
thing: Conan O’Brien. 

“T had actually written him a letter,” Varney 
recalls, “and he called me to tell me he was in. 
It was such a surreal moment.” 

This was in 2010. Shortly after O’Brien 
agreed to appear, the late-night host suddenly 
found he was the subject of headlines every- 
where when NBC announced its indefensible 
decision to bring Jay Leno back to the net- 
work. 

“All that bullshit happened with NBC and 
The Tonight Show,” Varney says, “and 
Conan had to pull out because his 
lawyers told him that he couldn't do 
any public appearances.” 

Ever the gentleman, O’Brien of- 
fered to reschedule his appearance for 
later in the year, resulting in a coup 
for Sketchfest when he ultimately 
appeared at the Herbst Theater that 
summer alongside his television 
sidekick Andy Richter and moderator 
Patton Oswalt. With fans and the 
press all rabid for details on O’Brien’s 
departure from The Tonight Show, the 
event was mobbed and proved to be a 
watershed moment for the festival. 

It also meant Varney’s workload 
stood no chance of getting any lighter. 

In addition to her work program- 
ming Sketchfest, Varney is a skilled 
improviser and actress. Her podcast, 
The JV Club, just passed 300 episodes. 
On Jan. 27, she'll tape a live episode 
of the show — which features a 
special guest reliving their awkward 
teenage years — with musician Matt 
Nathanson at the Gateway Theatre. 
On screen, her acting work includes 
voicing the titular character on the 


animated program The Legend of Korra as well 
as the short-form digital series Fortune Rookie, 
which she created for IFC (and stars in). 

During Sketchfest, Varney can sometimes 
be seen sharing the stage with old friends, be 
it a duet with musician Rhett Miller or as one 
of the cast members offering a live read of Ed 
Wood’s infamous Plan 9 from Outer Space. 

“At first, I really limited what I did in terms 
of shows,” Varney explains, “and then there 
was a year where, for some reason, I just went 
hog wild. I found out quickly — and unexpect- 
edly — that those were the only Zen moments 
I could have at the festival, because I really 
couldn't be thinking about anything logistical. 
I feel so lucky to join some of these circles of 
people where I started as a fan. When some- 
one like Paul F. Tompkins wants you to doa 
show, you'd be a fool not to say yes.” 

While Varney remains immensely grateful 
for each of the opportunities she’s had over 
the course of her career, she confesses that it 
means something extra special when someone 
recognizes her from her involvement with 
Sketchfest. 

“That didn’t always happen,” she says. “In 
those early days, no one knew there was a 
festival. You'd get into a taxi to go from one 
venue to another and the driver would go, 

‘A comedy festival? That sounds good.’ Then 
somewhere along the line, it started to feel 
like people knew about it. It still means the 
world to David, Cole, and I today when some- 
body taps us on the shoulder and says, ‘Hey, I 
know you're super busy, but I just wanted to 
say thanks for Sketchfest.’ We get choked-up. 
We're like, “Thank you! You're the reason we 
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can do it at all!

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Two comedians face their fears with 
animmersive comedy performance 
at The Speakeasy.

John Hodgman may live in the same 
city as one of the most popular immersive expe- 
riences in the world, but he still has his reserva- 
tions. The bestselling author and former Daily 
Show correspondent has heard plenty about 
Sleep No More — the Manhattan production 
wherein audience members don masks and ex- 
plore a five-story build- 
ing while the story of 
Macbeth unfolds around Paul F. 
them — but he’s never » Tompkins 
been. 

“Tm worried about 
somebody touching 
my neck,” he says. 
“That’s the thing that I 
think about.” 

He’s not alone in 
fearing something 
weirdly intimate will 
happen in that con- 
text. Simply hearing 
the word “immersive” 
is enough to turn 
some people off. 

“At first I thought 
I hated immersive 
theater,” Sketchfest 
co-founder Janet Varney admits. “When I’m 
not performing, I do not like being the person 
at a magic show where someone's like, “Young 
lady, would you mind getting up?’ ” 

However, for those willing to take the 
risk, the rewards of theater unbridled by the 
standard expectation of a stage surrounded by 
a seated audience are immense. Here in San 
Francisco, the Palace Theatre — which includes 
multiple bars, a cabaret, and a casino all hidden 
below a North Beach laundromat — welcomes 
patrons back to the days of Prohibition with its 
elaborate immersive production, The Speakeasy. 
Launched in 2016, the show has enjoyed an 
open-ended run as audience members mingle 
with rum runners and dancing girls. Simply 
step inside the Palace Theatre and you'll find 
yourself unmistakably whisked away to one 
especially eventful night in 1923. This month, 
the venue plays host to a very different set of 
guests as Sketchfest welcomes not one but six 
separate evenings of curated entertainment. 

Headlined by comics like David Cross, Ja- 
neane Garofalo, and Michael Ian Black, these 





performances aren't set in the past, but they 
promise many of the elements fans have come 
to love and expect from immersive theater. 

“Our partnership with Sketchfest marks the 
first time stand-up comedy has been put into 
an immersive environment,” notes Nick A. Ol- 
ivero, co-founder of The Speakeasy. “Instead of 
just watching comics on stage, we are applying 
techniques used in interactive shows to allow 
patrons to be more involved in the experience. 
With such an intimate setting, it will be surreal 
when some of the world’s top comics are up 
close and personal.” 

For seasoned Sketchfest performer Paul F. 
Tompkins, who co-headlines a night at the Pal- 
ace Theatre on Saturday, Jan. 19 with Hodgman, 
the opportunity to do something new proved 
irresistible — if also slightly intimidating. 

“This is certainly new,’ he says. “I’ve never 
been asked to do anything like this before, but 
I said yes right away, because John and I have 
been idly talking about doing a night together 
for years, and this has sort of forced us to do it.” 

While Tompkins and Hodgman will mostly 
be relegated to the main stage of the venue's 
cabaret space, other opportunities await those 
willing to explore a little. Immersive experi- 
ences thrive on mystery, so despite not having 
many concrete details to go on, you may en- 
counter live music in 
unexpected places, in- 
timate improv perfor- 
mances, and glimpses 
into what goes on “be- 
hind-the-scenes.” 

Ever the pragma- 
tist, Hodgman cau- 
tions against unrealis- 
tic expectations. 

“We're not going to 
make everyone wear 
Venetian sex masks,” 
he says. “No one will 
have to swear an oath 
of fealty to us or any- 
thing like that.” 

Hodgman and 
Tompkins appear to 
be happy to leave their 
audience’s necks un- 
touched. Instead, they’re focused on how best 
to translate their exceptional comedic chops to 
the foreign terrain that now awaits them. As 
Varney notes, the pair’s upcoming show — as 
well as the evenings anchored by Cross, Garafo- 
lo, Black, Dana Gould, and the Scott Adsit-led 
“Improv All-Stars” — have the chance to be 
something that is often attributed to comedy 
but rarely true: groundbreaking. 

“T think the experience of seeing comedy is 
incredibly therapeutic and transformative,” she 
says, especially when you add in an environ- 
ment like The Speakeasy and everything around 
you is transformative and you're in this alter- 
nate reality of sorts that’s been built for you. I 
think people are going to be talking about it for 
a long time after they go to those shows.”

Julie Klausner may be unem- 
ployed, but that doesn’t mean she isn’t 
getting things done. 

“My project today was that I made 
some chocolate chip scones,’ she says. 

In truth, her main avenue for work 
as of late has come in the form of 
the written word. Recently, Klausner 
penned a diary covering her time at 
a Bob Fosse film festival for The New 
Yorker. She’s currently working on a 
book idea as well, which would follow 
her bluntly candid and scathingly fun- 
ny 2010 memoir of failed romances, I 
Don’t Care About Your Band. 

Most of all, Klausner wants to re- 
turn to television. 

While she can’t discuss any par- 
ticulars, she confirms she is currently 
plotting her return to the small screen, 
where hopefully she'll be able to fill 
the sizable void left behind when her 
previous project, Difficult People, ended 
after three seasons. Produced by Amy 
Poehler and starring Klausner along- 
side Billy Eichner, the series focused 
on two bitter New Yorkers who despise 
seemingly everyone except each other. 
It was also a refreshingly daring and 
dark comedy that gleefully heaped 
shame on figures both large and small. 

Take, for example, disgraced actor 
Kevin Spacey. 

Despite the fact that Difficult People 
had already filmed its final episode 
prior to revelations involving Spacey 
and the sexual assault of a minor, 
the House of Cards star was a popular 
punchline for the series. “I’m going to 
go the Kevin Spacey route,’ Eichner’s 
character (also named Billy) decides 
in one episode. “I’m just going to stop 
trying to be a human being and just fo- 
cus on getting famous, and then after 
I get my own Netflix show, focus all of 
my frustrations on a boyfriend young 
enough to be my own son.” 

Klausner is quick to credit Hulu 
for not censoring her scripts when 
they went for knockout punchlines 
— Woody Allen was another popular 
target — but also welcomes the legacy 
her show has posthumously earned for 
prognosticating future scandals. 

“T think we were ahead of our time 
in some ways, Klausner says. “We 
called bullshit on stuff that it took 
people a little bit of time to catch up 
with, but I’m very grateful to Hulu for 
letting us go there. Ultimately, we just 
tried to be honest and unapologetic

and to not explain jokes.” 

Sadly, there are no imminent plans 
for a Difficult People revival, but should 
it stand as is, Klausner knows that at 
least her series is in excellent company 
given another show — one she actually 
worked on as an intern and still fierce- 
ly admires to this day — also met its 
end after its third season. 

A modern-day cult classic, Strangers 
with Candy followed ex-con Jerri Blank 
(played by a brilliantly demented Amy 
Sedaris) as she attempted to finish 
high school at age 46. Created with 
Stephen Colbert and Paul Dinello, the 
series aired for little more than a year 
but remains a point of inspiration to 
Klausner. 

“T can't really overestimate how 


influential that show was to me,” she 
explains. “I love that three brilliant 
people were able to write for them- 
selves and to star in this fabulous, 
weird show. It’s not for everyone, but 
the people it is for love it so passion- 
ately that when fans meet each other, 
it’s almost like finding some sort of 
kinship.” 

There are many who feel the same 
way toward Klausner, thanks in part to 
Difficult People as well as her podcast, 
How Was Your Week with Julie Klausner. 
Launched in 2011, the show ditched 
its weekly format in 2016 but contin- 
ues to appear monthly. Each episode 
often finds Klausner at home in her 
apartment musing through pop culture 
tidbits and observations from her per- 


sonal life. Her tuxedo cat, Jimmy Jazz, 
serves as a mostly silent co-host. 

Beyond not wanting to disappoint 
the loyal following the podcast has 
garnered over its seven-year run, 
Klausner says she keeps up with How 
Was Your Week as a way to preserve her 
own sanity. 

“There’s something about talking 
to myself,” she explains, “speaking out 
loud and realizing things as I’m going 
that just helps me clear my slate men- 
tally. If people also enjoy hearing from 
me on a regular basis, all the better. I 
definitely think there’s an intimacy to 
it — there’s something about feeling 
like you know someone who is essen- 
tially having a one-sided phone call 
with you on a regular basis. ’m happy 
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to be able to provide that false sense of 
intimacy to people.” 

Now with her tribute at Sketchfest 
approaching, she’s readying herself for 
the authentic intimacy of discussing 
her career with her friend, writer and 
radio host Tom Scharpling. 

“It’s totally silly and completely 
insane,” she says. “I thought it would 
be very obnoxious of me to accept, so I 
had to say yes.”

In recent years, Sketchfest has vastly ex- 
panded the number of live podcast tap- 
ings included on its schedule. In 2019, 
Broadway fans can flock to Off Book: 
The Improvised Musical (Jan. 18), 
where hosts Jessica McKenna and 
Zach Reino invite musicians and com- 
edy friends to invent a new musical on 
the spot. For those who wish they could 
live with Homer in Springfield, don’t 
miss Talking Simpsons (Jan. 16). This 
special Sketchfest edition includes a 
crossover with fellow Simpsons podcast 
Everything’s Coming Up Simpsons as 
they dissect the highly controversial epi- 
sode where Principal Skinner is revealed 
to be an imposter. For a slightly more 
profound (but no less hilarious) option, 
try comedian Cameron Esposito’s 
Queery (Jan. 12), in which she sits down 
with a different luminary of the LGBTQ 
community every week for a candid con- 
versation.

Able to pen tunes that 
are both humorous and maddeningly 
catchy, this is a rare chance to see the 
group responsible for the hit single, “I 
Got a Perm for Our Camping Trip.” At 
the other end of the spectrum is Red 
Room Orchestra Performing Music 
from The Big Lebowski (Jan. 12), fea- 
turing a cavalcade of talent that includes 
Margaret Cho, musician Kelly Stoltz, 
and James Adomian as “The Stranger.”

Those familiar with the 
Los Angeles improv scene will note that 
just about every amazing performer in 
the area has been recruited for Audible 
Presents: Bad Reception (Jan. 18), a 
fully improvised mystery set in South 
Grampers, Calif.

This year, celebrate social media’s de- 
struction of our society at Facebook 
Improv (Jan. 12), which finds comics 
like Jason Mantzoukas and Paul 
Scheer inviting audience members to 
log into their accounts on stage to pro- 
vide scene fodder. Blessedly now a 
Sketchfest staple, the four women be- 
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hind improv juggernaut Wild Horses 
(Jan. 19) return with special guest Jen- 
nifer Coolidge (Best in Show, Legally 
Blonde) for some Merlot and merry 
mayhem. Do you find plays predictable 
and stuffy? So do Paul Rust and Neil 
Campbell, who spoof the likes of Ibsen 
and Tennessee Williams with their 
compellingly bizarre Playhouse Mas- 
terpieces (Jan. 19).

In YBCA‘s ‘Bay Area Now 8, artists are not afraid to tackle identity head on - even if it’s not an identity they themselves share.

Cate White paints scenes of peo- 
ple she knows. Full of fantastical imagery 
and colors and a pathos reminiscent of 
Jean-Michel Basquiat’s greatest work, 
the paintings have made their way into 
the upper echelons of the art world and 
pop culture. A few years ago, the TV se- 
ries Transparent featured White's can- 
vases in an episode. And in the current 
rendition of its triennial “Bay Area Now” 
series, YBCA is showcasing a series of 
White's paintings, including Rory and His 
Mother and His Z, which depicts an Afri- 
can-American man on a graffiti-strewn 
street with his car and his mom. 

Cate White is white. She and Rory, 
the man in her painting, are like fami- 
ly. White is a white Oakland artist who 
feels at home in marginalized Afri- 
can-American communities — some- 
thing that challenges people. At YBCA, 
White says, two young African-Ameri- 
can art-goers disapproved of Rory and 
His Mother and His Z and White’s other 
work upon discovering who White was. 
The artist says the issues she’s bring- 
ing forth in her paintings are as much 
about class as race, and “the feedback 
I get is generally divided more along 
class lines than race lines.” White grew 
up in Mendocino County in what she 
has called “the backwoods culture of 
guns, four-by-fours, and meth. 

“There’s a podcast that two Black 
girls do, and they were really uncom- 
fortable with my [YBCA] paintings 
when they realized I was white,” White 
tells SF Weekly. “One of them said 
something like, ‘I saw the Black figures 
and there was something uncomfort- 
able about them. And when I looked up 
who the artist was, that explained my 
discomfort.’ I thought it was interest- 
ing that her belief was that white peo- 
ple would automatically portray Black 
people in an untruthful, stereotypical, 
and dehumanizing way. I reached out 
to thank them for spending all this 
time on my paintings and to talk more 
about it. 

“It brought up questions for me 
like, ‘What about the Black figures 
made her uncomfortable?’ ” she 
continues. “If the majority of people 
of color who saw my paintings were 
uncomfortable with the way the Black 
figures are represented, I would take 
heed. I'd say, ‘All right, I must have 
some “white gaze thing” going on.’ 

But I don’t think I’m misrepresenting 
Blackness. My Black figures are really 
just individual people. I’m representing 
people I know. Showing someone’s 
vulnerability might be disturbing for 
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Rory and His Mother and His Z, by Cate White. 


people who want to see black people as 
only a symbol of resistance or power.” 

As it is, White’s emphasis on broad 
scenes that incorporate images of the 
everyday has parallels in art history. In 
the late 1800s, the French art estab- 
lishment criticized French painters like 
Toulouse Lautrec and Edgar Degas for 
focusing on “ordinary” figures, includ- 
ing those who were clearly part of an 
underclass. Degas’ The Absinthe Drinker 
is a good example. More recently, the 
African-American painter Kehinde 
Wiley has made a name for himself by 
stylizing portraits of Black men and 
women in traditionally regal settings. 
White extends the boundaries of these 
artists’ work, so in her 2015 painting 
Dre Looking at Me Looking at the Mike 
Brown Memorial, White — who ven- 
tured to Ferguson, Mo., in the after- 
math of Brown’s racially tinged killing 
— portrays a scene in which police cars 
occupy the same open corridor with a 
Black, cigarette-smoking driver, anda 
nude woman on her phone. 

“The people in the paintings don’t 
think they’re different from me,” 
White says. “And I’m motivated to 
bring the perspective and perceptions 
about race and representation and 
power from outside of the art world to 
the conversation in the art world. I’m 
painting my surroundings, my friends, 
and my intimates — people who are 
part of my daily life and my conscious- 
ness, many of whom are Black, who 
aren't from the middle class, educated 
art world but more from the street. 
The perception of race and representa- 
tion is so different there than the way 
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people receive it in more privileged 
atmospheres. 

“These paintings,’ White adds, “are 
a mirror for people’s projections. They 
challenge the most liberal among us. 
A lot of time people will see a painting 
of mine and feel a certain way and 
think the painting is saying what it is 
they’re feeling — that it’s doing some- 
thing bad. But if they think, “This is 
how I’m reading the painting, why is 
that?,’ then it becomes ripe for people 
to check out their own unconscious 
assumptions about race and power and 
the possibilities of relationships across 
class lines and race lines. Relationships 
across race lines is no problem if you’re 
in the same class. But crossing class 
lines — that’s where power is really 
complicated. People are afraid to cross 
those lines, because if you do, then you 
have one foot in the chaos of poverty. 
And if you're going to be a good friend,

you have to be a part of that.” 

White, who is in her 40s, paints in 
a style that seems to borrow from so 
many genres, including comic-book 
art, but is its own thing. In Rory and 
His Mother and His Z, she makes Rory’s 
sweatshirt partly transparent, so we 
see the wall behind him and the front 
of his red car. His hands also meld 
with the vehicle. White paints worlds 
that are complicated and challenging 
beyond their choice of people. If Rory 
looks upset, he was. 

“That came out of a deeply shared 
wound that Rory and I have,” says 
White, who received an MFA from 
John F. Kennedy University in 2012. 
“We bonded eight years ago now 
over suffering we had. He had a real 
estrangement and pain in his relation- 
ship with his mother. And so did I. So 
painting that painting — I watched 
him go from being a lost drug addict 
on the street to the most enlightened 
person I’ve ever met. He had a spiritual 
transformation with no struggle. It 
was like grace bestowed upon him. I 
went with him through that journey, 
and he ended up getting this [Datsun] 
280Z, restored it — a trophy of his 
new life that he showed to his mother, 
and all the pain was still there. That’s a 
snapshot of him showing his mom his 
new car.” 

The eighth iteration of “Bay Area 
Now” features another artist whose 
work extends the boundaries of his 
art form. In the 23-minute film Psy- 
man’s Acres, David Bayus animates a 
futuristic world where a mechanical 
farmer on a distant, failing planet 
tries like hell to appease an artificial 
master that needs his crops to live. It’s 
Grant Wood’s American Gothic meets 
Francis Ford Coppola’s Apocalypse 
Now meets all sorts of other dystopian 
nightmares. (Bayus says two dramas 
— Terrence Malick’s 1978 film Days 





of Heaven and 1955’s The Night of the 
Hunter with Robert Mitchum — were 
particularly big influences.) 

Psyman’s Acres, which is Bayus’ fifth 
animated work, is a visually sumptu- 
ous film of odd insects, crop fields, 
beautifully haunting thunderstorms, 
and a narrative about imposed crisis 
that takes the farmer through fire, 
wind, and other elements that are 
truly biblical and truly end-of-the- 
world. Like Shiva Ahmadi’s Ascend and 
Cao Fei’s Whose Utopia, two art films 
that SF Weekly recently championed, 
Psyman’s Acres is one of the most orig- 
inal works to screen at a Bay Area art 
institution. 

Here’s one of the radical things 
about Bayus’ work: He’s a self-taught 
filmmaker and animator who began in 
2012 by consulting YouTube tutorials. 
At the San Francisco Art Institute, 
where he graduated with an MFA in 
2010, Bayus focused on painting, 
which he also did as an undergraduate 
at the Savannah College of Art and 
Design. In fact, Bayus was almost cor- 
nered into learning animation because 
he had no studio space for painting or 
sculpture. He turned to a more com- 
pact medium that he could play with 
on a computer. 

“It was a typical San Francisco Bay 
Area artist’s story where a studio is 
getting bulldozed,” Bayus says. “I was 
working out of my small one bedroom 
on Market Street, and I had no room 
to paint and no space to work in, soa 
friend recommended that I do mock- 
ups for potential photo-type set-ups 
for pieces using this 3D modeling 
program. It was free, you could down- 
load it, and I started working in it and 
quickly took to it.” 

“Bay Area Now 8,” which opened 
in September and continues through 
March, surveys artists whose work, 
YBCA believes, should reach a wider 
audience. Taravat Talepasand, whose 
art delves into issues of gender, poli- 
tics, and Iranian-American identity, is 
another notable artist in YBCA’s cur- 
rent edition. Westoxicated incorporates 
a neon shape resembling the window 
or dome of a mosque. Inside that 
dome: A painting of an Iranian woman 
in sunglasses, torn jeans, and a loose 
scarf that reveals her right breast. Like 
the art of Cara White and David Bayus, 
Talepasand’s ignites a fiery response, 
whether or not you want to admit it.

Some people refer to Juana 
Alicia’s mural as “the blue mural” or 
“the blue wall” — either of which is 
true. Alicia’s intricate artwork, which 
dates from 2004, is mostly in blue. 
But the story behind that blueness, 
and the story behind the women she’s 
depicting, is about much, much more 
than a spectrum of color. It’s about a 
woman in a Mexican folkloric legend 
(La Llorona) who — grieving and an- 
gry — drowns her children in water. 
It’s about women in India who led pro- 
tests to prevent government appro- 
priation of their lands in a dam project 
on the Narmada River. It’s about 
women in the city of Cochabamba, Bo- 
livia, who fought against the privat- 
ization of the city’s water. And it’s 
about women in Juarez, Mexico — a 
border city on the Rio Grande river — 
who rose up against the unsolved 
murders of girls and women in that 
area, which they labeled a “femicide.” 
We see all these women in La

Llorona’s Sacred Waters. And the fact 
that they’re blue is Alicia’s profound 
way of draining the scene of its nat- 
ural color. Gone are the flesh tones 
that would ordinarily be there. And 
gone, too, are the greens, browns, 
and other colors you might expect 
in a mural of that scale. All those 
colors give way to the color of water. 
Despite adding a bit of red, Alicia 
“muted” her mural to better reflect 


for having done a movie without him 
nearly 15 years earlier. What makes 
Stan & Ollie thoroughly modern is 
that while it’s unapologetically a love 
story between the title characters — 
“Babe” was everyone’s nickname for 
Ollie, but still has more weight com- 
ing from Stan — the film gives nearly 
as much screen time to their wives as 
to their husbands, who were no less 
important in their lives. And if the 
ending is necessarily bittersweet, Stan 
& Ollie opens with the most welcome 
trope of old-timey movie biopics: the 
unbroken dolly shot through a bus- 
tling studio backlot.

tricky business, and being a biogra- 
pher moreso. It’s true in 2019, and 
was no less so in 1888 when Henry 
James wrote The Aspern Papers, the 
source for Julien Landais’ film of the 
same name. Morton Vint (Jonathan 
Rhys Meyers) is an American writer 
who is obsessed with the deceased 
(and fictional) Romantic poet Jeffery 
Aspern. Having learned that Aspern’s 
former lover Juliana Borderau (Va- 
nessa Redgrave) may still have letters 
from him, Vint travels to Vienna 
where Juliana and her niece Tina 
(Joely Richardson) are proto-Grey 
Gardens-ing it in their dilapidated 
mansion. Deciding that duplicity is 
his only course, Vint assumes a false 
identity and ingratiates himself with 
the women. Though it’s based ona 
story rather than a play, The Aspern 
Papers has a very stylized, theatrical 
feel, with Rhys Meyers in particular 
projecting to the cheap seats. That’s 
not a bad thing, and real-life mother 
and daughter Redgrave and Rich- 
ardson also have an understandably 
believable chemistry. Unfortunately, 
The Aspern Papers often flashes back 
to Aspern himself for “portrait of 
the artist as a young dreamboat” 
scenes which try to provide backsto- 
ry where none is needed. It might 
have looked good on paper, but on 
screen, Redgrave, Richardson, and

La Llorona’s Sacred Waters, which 
also features the pre-Aztec goddess 
of water and fertility called Chalchi- 
uhtlicue, is still politically relevant 
since the water issues that Alicia 
pinpointed in 2004 are still an issue. 
Though Bolivian protests toppled 
the government’s plan with Bechtel 
to privatize the city’s water compa- 
ny, water rights and access to water 
are central concerns for many com- 
munities around the world. Alicia 
compares the protest theme in La 
Llorona’s Sacred Waters to Picasso's 
famous 1937 anti-war work, Guerni- 





“There's really a war going on 
both against the planet and against 
women, so I wanted the mural to 
be graphically and aesthetically 
strong,’ Alicia says. “It’s a set of is- 
sues [around water] that have come 
again.” 

Alicia is one of San Francisco’s 
best-known muralists. She’s one of 
seven women artists who, in 1994, 
painted the Women’s Building’s Mae- 
straPeace Mural on 18th Street. Later

this year, Berkeley’s Heyday Books is 
releasing a book to celebrate that mu- 
ral’s 25th anniversary, and the Mis- 
sion District’s Alley Cat Books will 
showcase new work that Alicia made 
for a separate book project about 
women and the environment, which 
she’s doing with her husband. So 
when Alicia returns to San Francisco 
from Mexico this year, she’ll appear

— and is also likely to visit La Lloro- 
na’s Sacred Waters, which replaced a 
mural, Las Lechugueras (The Women 
Lettuce Workers), which she made at 
the site in 1983. Las Lechugueras (The 
Women Lettuce Workers) was blue but 
also green and many other colors. 
The small but strategic amount 
of red that Alicia used in La Llorona’s 
Sacred Waters has a message that 
goes beyond water. “Red and blue are 
symbolic of local and international 
gangs — of north and south, includ- 
ing the Crips and Bloods,” Alicia says. 
“They're gang colors. And I wanted to 
do a symbolic unity message of those 
two colors, but I had some people 
come by and say, ‘Why did you give 
more play to the blue?’ Still, I haven’t 
had any negative responses to the 
mural. It’s been overwhelmingly 
positive.”

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Pertit-ionism

Every time it seems like San 
Francisco's hotel restaurants figure their 
shit out, something comes along to act as 
a check on your sense of hope. For every 
dashing, novel Gibson, we must havea 
sterile, trend-chasing B55. In the Hotel G, 
on the corner of Mason and Geary streets, 
comes Ayala, a restaurant that is exactly 
the sum of its excellent parts. It easily 
dodges any feelings of focus-group con- 
servatism — that leaf-covered-hole-in- 
the-ground that ensnares so many other 
hotel restaurants — but it’s very hard to 
describe succinctly. “A seafood restaurant 
with really good pasta” is both technically 
correct and somehow much too generic. 

Ayala is an outward-facing restau- 
rant, clearly hoping to capture more 
than just the people who've tipped a 
bellman. It has a lot of promise, and not 
as much competition. Mason and Geary 
is an unusual corner, with the absolute 
worst pizza in San Francisco (Bella Luc- 
ca) next to a ramen place that used to 
be amazing (Katana-Ya) and a character- 
less 24-hour diner (the Pinecrest), but 
also upstairs cocktail cubbyhole Benja- 
min Cooper and Little Sheep Mongolian 
Hotpot. And it’s halfway between Union 
Square and the A.C.T.-Curran jugger- 
naut. It shouldn’t have a hard time 
standing out, but it might. Ayala needs 
to work on its elevator pitch, and a good 
place to start would be to nix the nebu- 
lous menu category “big(r) things.” 

This isn’t to administer a paddling 
based on an abstruse technicality. It’s 
very easy to find good and even dishes 
at Ayala, but it’s a little harder to come 
away feeling like you’ve walked away 
with a well-rounded dinner composed 
of small bites of seafood plus a pasta 
or two. Youre going to drop $100 per 
person, after all. Considering that ex- 
ecutive chef Melissa Perfit comes from 
Bar Crudo, still one of the greatest 
places ever to land on Divisadero, she 
should know. (So maybe it’s the hotel’s 
doing...?) 

Enough speculation. The must-have 
for the top of your experience is the 
seafood charcuterie ($21), and not 
just because the menu draws a helpful 
circle around it. That it’s locally sourced 
goes without saying, but it’s a full com- 
plement of nice details that improved 
further over a couple visits. Like the 
world’s tastiest bathtub appliqué, the 
octopus torchon is superb, and the black 
cod with kombu even more so, while 
the salmon-like steelhead trout has a 
perfect sort of Zabar’s tang against the 
horseradish créme fraiche. (Chef-part- 
ner Bill Montagne worked at New York's

Le Bernardin.) The drawback? It comes 
with some “matzoh” crackers that are 
flimsy and inadequately crunchy, so you 
wind up using your fork after they inev- 
itably break. 

A $14 chicory salad was similarly 
clever in an understated way, with 
near-invisible shavings of bottarga com- 
bining with the snap of citrus to yield 
tons of flavor without the whole thing 
feeling overdressed over -salted. The 
butter that went with the $6 English 
muffin suffered from too many differ- 
ent herbs warring against one another, 
but high marks for doing something so 
simple and yet so uncommon. 

The same could be said for the ciop- 
pino verde ($37), which is delicious if 
absolutely not a cioppino (and bound 
to cause some confusion on that point). 
It’s made from tomatillos and poblanos, 
and while it’s fairly overflowing with 
shrimp, baby octopuses, mussels, and 
squid — plus a crab leg dangling hap- 
pily over the rim — that may be partly 
because there isn’t all that much broth. 
Zestier and much less stew-like than its 
nominal antecedent, it’s gonna make 
you sweat a little. Is the lobster in the 
lobster-butter toast strictly necessary? 
No, but it sure is opulent. 

The best dish was similar in style, 


a $29 nori spaghettini with furikake 
and the most revelatory of all citruses, 
buddha’s hand. While I’ve had more 

al dente noodles, that’s not the point 
here. The point is to impart a sense of 
smothering without losing balance, and 
the Dungeness crab doesn’t vanish into 
gooey decadence without maintaining 
its structure. I suspect this recipe took 
50 or more tries to get it right. 

Other, smaller dishes felt altogether 
ordinary, like a tombo tuna ($14), trout 
rillettes ($15), or a flavorless delicata 
squash ($13) with some otherwise 
smartly braised greens and the obligato- 
ry chevre. The thing about goat cheese 
is that it really needs to disappear for a 
very long time. Everybody loves it, but 
it’s the least imaginative move a kitchen 
can make. A piece of black bass (no joke 
at $36) was fine, with not much more 
to it than the flavor of fennel, although 
the peppery tagliolini with Manila 
clams ($24) is a good suggestion for 
anyone who needs sturdy noodles above 
all else. 

Ayala has two other strengths: wine 
and dessert. On every visit, we spoke at 
length with a somm who was capable, 
knowledgeable, and eager to lob some 
curveballs our way — among them a 
Les Roches Séches 2015 Grolleau, with

a sulfurous nose and an ability to open 
up into a fermented-licorice note. It 
was genuinely exciting, although the 
Domaine Rimbert blend was the better 
accompaniment to the entrees. While 
no one could tell this invert what made 
the Inverted Gibson inverted, it was a 
savory martini that led right into the 
seafood charcuterie, and a few other 
cocktails — the whisky-upon-whiskey 
Notorious in particular — make excel- 
lent aperitifs, too. 

Dessert is dying left and right, but 
Ayala’s offerings shine. Between the 
mandarin oranges and the chantilly 
cream, the baba au rhum ($11) is ele- 
gant without being cloying. It’s the clas- 
sic sweet conclusion, but with an errant 
turn or two you might be left wonder- 
ing what was just concluded. Hopefully, 
the arrival of spring and its produce lets 
Ayala be whatever it wants to be.

crab back. They can’t get enough of this 
delicious crustacean. 

Northern California’s love for this 
aquatic delicacy means lists of crab 
specials have flooded the internet, 
including Gott’s Roadside’s crab sand- 
wich or Mister Jew’s Dungeness Cali- 
fornia roll, plus staples like Swan Oys- 
ter Depot’s Crab Louie salad. In all the 
fuss, there’s a crab dish that gets lost 
in the hurricane. Fiery and sinister, it 
dwells deep under the radar. Where is 
this crab, you ask? It’s at everyone's 
favorite pho joint. 

Although everyone has the spot 
they claim is the best, many San Fran- 
ciscans would agree that Yummy Yum-

my — on Irving Street in the Inner 
Sunset — has some of the best Viet- 
namese soup in the city. People travel 
from all over to try the photai (beef 
noodle soup) and hu tieu ga (chicken 
noodle soup). But what Yummy Yum- 
my also has are five different types of 
sautéed crab, from tamarind-and-curry 
to beer-and-black-bean-sauce. They’re 
massive Dungeness crabs that can 
easily feed two, and if it’s your first 
visit, you need to try the house special, 
sautéed salt-and-pepper. 

About 15 minutes after ordering, 
this evil dish arrives at the table, 
staring me right in the face. The 
dangerous-looking body sits atop a 


pile of knuckles, claws, and legs, its 
exoskeleton dripping with chunks of 
garlic, chili, onion, and scallion. A plate 
of food has never looked more like it 
wants to eat me, but I’m not backing 
down. 

The only way to eat a meal like this 
is to roll up your sleeves and attack. 
Crack the shells, finger out the meat, 
and suck out whatever is left behind. 
You have to commit. It’s a full-body ex- 
perience that becomes more of a dance, 
sending spicy oils and bits of debris 
flying across the table as pungent hints 
of onion and garlic balance against the 
sweet, tender crabmeat. It’s amazing 
how little goes into preparing this dish 
and how much flavor comes out of it. 
Flip over the back, and dip chunks of 
steamed white rice into the crab’s fatty 
insides. When there is nothing left but 
a peppery pile of bones, the battle is 
won. | like being fancy just as much as 
the next guy, but sometimes you just 
need to pull something apart with your 
hands. Happy crabbing!

Souvia’s Fourth 
Location Has a 
Pick-Up Window

The Marina is the fast-casual 
capital of San Francisco, so it makes a 
great deal of sense that Souvla, Charles 
Bililies’ clutch of “fast-fine” Greek eater- 
ies, would open up among the Tacoli- 
cious, Dabba, Mixt, and Rooster & Rice 
locations. With its Superior Farms lamb 
sandwiches and juicy potatoes made 
with oregano and plenty of rotisserie 


drippings, Souvla’s original location on 
Hayes Street remains perpetually 
packed, and its subsequent spots on Va- 
lencia and Divisadero are close behind. 
(Pro-tip for omnivores: Order the vege- 
tarian option, made with sweet potatoes, 
and add chicken to it.) 

At the opening on Monday night, 
Bililies told SF Weekly that “at least 
three” of the mini-chain’s 10 most 
frequent customers had been there, 
with others the night before. While 
the phrase “cult following” gets tossed 
around indiscriminately, it’s more ac- 
curate to say that Souvla is just really, 
really popular. And it might become 
more so. 

“Not only is it in an incredible 
neighborhood, it’s the first with a 
dedicated pick-up window,” he said. 
“We've got a passenger loading zone 
right here, for delivery couriers — or 
if you're ordering online you can pull 
right up.” 

Doesn't that mean a few parking 
spaces have been eliminated? 

“It’s a huge investment in the 
neighborhood,” Bililies countered, 
“because you have a bus line coming 
through, and it’s not just for us. It’s for 
our neighbors. It’s for your dry-clean- 
ing or if you're dropping something off 
at the UPS Store. You don’t even have 
to worry about the line.” 

Further expansion might not be on 
this coast, as he said they’re “looking 
at real estate in New York right now.” 
But in the meantime, the signs over 
the pickup window that read “Pick-up” 
and “Deliveries” are also written cor- 
rectly in Greek, not just transliterated 
letter by letter. 

“My mother grew up in Greece, and 
she’s fluent in it,” Bililies said. “But 
what’s interesting is that ‘pick-up’ is 
not really a word in Greek, so we had 
to think about what made the most 
sense if you were a Greek speaker, 
if you would read that and it would 
make sense to you. ‘Deliveries’ was a 
little easier. But ‘pick-up’ was kind of a 
challenge.”

Thirteen is an unlucky number.

of a flash sheet — those pages full of 
image templates you thumb through 
while waiting to go under the needle. 
Poster artist Lil Tuffy (“Death or 
Glory”) put together a limited-edi- 
tion archival poster for the menu, 
proceeds from which benefit the San 
Francisco Rock Project, which helps 
kids under 18 acquire the confidence 
of a legit rock star. (All Trick Dog 
menus have had a philanthropic 
dimension, and parent company 
BVHospitality and The Bon Vivants 
have cumulatively given away more 
than half a million dollars to various 
nonprofits.) 

Trick Dog owners Josh Harris 
and Morgan Schick, along with their 
staff, had been mulling over this con- 
cept for a long time. Some of Lucky 
Number 13’s new drinks include the 
Rose of No Man’s Land (Havana Club 
Anejo Blanco and El Dorado three- 
year rums, grapefruit-infused Dolin 
Blanc vermouth, lime liqueur, and 
cherry bark bitters, served up), Pha- 
raoh’s Horses (The Botanist gin, Am-

Balancing performance against 
an introverted temperament bedevils 
more than a few musicians. Some or- 
chestral virtuosos find relief by vanish- 
ing into the pit, technically inclined DJs 
press buttons in the shadows, and then 
there’s Sia, who habitually sings facing 
backward and wears elaborate wigs to 
conceal her face. 

For the prolific Toro y Moi, it’s more 
about staying on top of his affairs. 

“Tm navigating my own sort of in- 
trovert-extrovert way of being a public 
figure,” he tells SF Weekly from his 
home in Oakland. “T feel like I’ve never 
really been that curious about the fa- 
mous life or anything, but I do want to 
be successful.” 

“I don’t mean to seem like I / Care 
about material things / Like a social 
status,” Animal Collective warbled on 
2009’s “My Girls.” That was the same 
year that Chazwick Bundick emerged 
on the chillwave scene as Toro Y Moi. 
He emerged from that phenomenon 
creatively intact, and later legally 
changed his government name to Chaz 
Bear. On “Freelance,” the lead single 
from his forthcoming record Outer 
Peace, Toro y Moi sings about “rocking 
only sandals” and the self-doubt that 
can start to creep in when you work 
from home, in isolation — plus the 
song sounds ever so slightly like Sung 
Tongs-era Animal Collective, with a 
dancier groove. 

The accompanying video opens 
looking straight down on a musician's 
spare workstation, a perfect square of 
keyboards and a desktop before turn- 
ing into a dry parody of photo sessions 
and the kind of dance-moves-while- 
wearing-a-hoodie that are such an 
essential part of the freelance routine 
on afternoons when there’s no one 
around but the cat. 

“It’s an amazing job, but I’m doing 
the same thing anyone else is doing,” 
Bear says. ‘Just sitting at a computer 
all day. But I’m just thinking about 
music instead of crunching numbers. 
It’s like I’m trying to reveal the man 
behind the curtain a little bit in my 
own meta way.” 

A workaholic who “starts late and 
ends late,” Bear moved back to Oak- 
land after a spell in Portland, where 
he recorded 2017’s Boo Boo, which was 
framed by a car accident and a sepa- 
ration — but not divorce — from his 
wife. It’s not that hard to connect the 
dots: from changing his name to Bear 
to Yogi-Bear and Boo-Boo to all the 
“boo-boos” he endured. Confirming 
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That Freelance Lite

this bit of sleuthing, Bear adds that 
he'd wanted to “bring light to a lot of 
heavy situations.” 

The Bay Area is in this South Car- 
olina native’s bloodstream. On Boo 
Boo, the instrumental “Embarcadero” 
floated into his mind, reminiscent of 
the first time he ever set foot in San 
Francisco. “Freelance” — both song 
and video — reference Cazadero, the 
remote and very rainy hamlet a few 
miles above Guerneville, in the Russian 
River Valley. As a musician and as a 
visual artist, Bear is strongly influenced 
by place. Working hard, with the dedi- 
cation and self-imposed structure of a 
freelance pro, he’s also keenly aware of 
what might be called “mystique main- 
tenance.” 

Never the type to play an automatic 
encore, Toro y Moi is nonetheless about 
to release an eighth record in a decade 
— and it’s hard to say that’s not a form 
of giving the people what they want. 
Even his on-again, off-again relation- 
ship with touring is all in the service of 
having the bandwidth to maximize a 
creative output. But, as he repeats on 
“Ordinary Pleasure,” the other cut from 





Outer Peace that emerged before the al- 
bum itself, “Maximize all the pleasure.” 
For him, that means frequent hikes and 
plenty of “dog time.” 

Toro y Moi’s social media presence 
is occasionally cryptic, with a lot of pic- 
tures of his shoes and feet, and full of 
the mundane beauty that fills so much 
of Instagram. (Witness the intensely 
saturated blue of the $5 mood ring 
he recently posted.) Never an aloof, 
disaffected art-ster, he merely knows 
where he has to draw the line in order 
to retain his productivity. Read that 
any way you like, as proof that Richard 
Florida’s “creative class” thesis still has 
legs or as evidence that art is a glorified 
hamster wheel. 

“The Bay Area has that perfect mix 
of people who know how to get what 
they want and become good at it, but 
they don't really care about the camera 
flashes and that stuff. I sort of feel like 
it fits me,” he says. “I’ve always tried to 
allow myself the option to go against 
the grain, because it’s not easy to do 
that once the thing sweeps you up and 
you get thrown into the whole circus 
of it all.”

In addition to his two shows at The 
Fillmore on Jan. 15-16, Bear has an art 
show up at Family Affair in the Lower 
Haight for another several days. A “con- 
ceptual retail installation” called O.P. 
Mart, it’s a visual extension of Outer 
Peace that includes a Super 8 film shot 
by Tyler McPherron in (where else but) 
Cazadero. 

“Even after having multiple art 
shows, maybe 70 percent of my time 
is Toro and 30 percent I get to go draw 
and paint,” Bear says. “But honestly, 
it’s what I want to be doing. It’s hard to 
tell myself I want more music when I’m 
completely overloaded and my brain 
has all this space that is never used.” 

That’s something for everyone who 
works at home to keep in mind next 
time they feel like they’re suffocating, 
maybe. Or at least Toro y Moi’s latest is 
a soundtrack by an artist who gets you.

Blending old-school, feel-good soul with modern wonky funk, Nao sounds un- 
like any other R&B artist working today — and she’s perhaps one of the most 
exciting new musicians within the genre. Born and raised in East London, Nao 
has been musically active from her youth, playing piano as a child before taking 
her singing career seriously in her early teens. After graduating from the presti- 
gious Guildhall School of Music and Drama where she studied vocal jazz, Nao 
spent time as a music educator and performing background vocals for heavy- 
weights like Jarvis Cocker on tour before taking her own music career seriously. 
Through her Soundcloud account, Nao quickly gained attention, and released 
her debut EP So Good in October 2014 through her own label, Little Tokyo, with 
some production help from the mysterious A.K. Paul. 2016 saw the release of 
Nao’s debut studio album For All We Know, an electrifying yet silky-smooth col- 
lection of funked-out R&B with flourishes of jazz that cemented Nao as one of 
the boldest creative forces within her genre, and perhaps others. Last year, Nao 
followed up For All We Know with the release of Saturn, which expands upon the 
singer’s experimental tendencies with heavy attention to the album’s moody 
atmosphere and emotional lyricism.

Born in Alabama but raised on the South Side of Chicago, Mick Jenkins may be 
one of the most underrated rappers active today. The MC’s sharp-tongued lyri- 
cism matches with unorthodox beats and intense yet focused delivery, setting 
him apart from the typical rappers of this decade. Inspired by his parents’ love 
for neo-soul and gospel, Jenkins became interested in making music of his own 
after discovering his hidden talent through a rap-battle competition while at- 
tending college. In 2012, he began releasing a series of mixtapes online, which 
garnered him attention throughout Chicago’s hip-hop scene, leading to collabo- 
rations with fellow Chicago artists like Chance the Rapper and Vic Mensa. Jen- 
kins would soon gain national attention with the release of 2014's The Waters, a 
jazzed-out, ambitious effort that lyrically revolves around the symbolic mean- 
ing of water. Last October, Jenkins released his sophomore studio album Pieces 
of a Man, an homage to the Gil Scott-Heron record of the same name, to ecstatic 
critical acclaim, complete with appearances from the likes of experimental beat 
producer Kaytranada and Wu Tang’s Ghostface Killah. The album is a calculated 
and carefully constructed effort that highlights the strengths of Jenkins’ poetic 
lyricism, as the rapper soberly reflects on his own self-worth and an existential 
anxiety that listeners can easily relate to. Tim Casagrande

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SAVAGE LOVE \ MEN AND WOMEN 


by Dan Savage 


I'm a 40-year-old guy with a 30-year-old girlfriend. 
We've been together a year, and I can see a future with 
her. But there are problems. This girl comes after two 
minutes of stimulation, be it manual, oral, or penile. As 
someone who takes pride in my foreplay/pussy-eating 
abilities, this is a bummer. She gets wet to the point 
where all friction is lost during PIV and my boners don't 
last. It's like fucking a bowlful of jelly. Part of me is 
flattered that I get her off, but damnit I miss a tight fit! 
(Her oral skills aren't great, either, so that’s not an op- 
tion, and anal is a no-go.) I love to fuck hard, and that’s 
difficult when I'm sticking my dick into a frictionless 
void. Is there a way to decrease wetness? Help, please. 

Can’t Last Inside Tonight 


First things first: She’s not doing anything 
wrong, CLIT, and neither are you—at least you're 
not doing anything wrong during sex. (When you 
sit down to write letters to advice columnists, on 
the other hand...) She can’t help how much vaginal 
mucus she produces or how much vaginal sweat- 
ing your foreplay/pussy-eating skills induce, any 
more than you can help how much pre-ejaculate 
you pump out. (Her wetness is a combo of vaginal 
mucus and vaginal sweating—not a derogatory 
expression, that’s just the term for it.) And all that 
moisture is there for a good reason: It preps the 
vagina for penetration. In its absence, PIV can be 
extremely painful for the fuckee. So the last thing 
you want to do is dry your girlfriend up somehow. 

Now here’s something you are doing wrong: “It’s

So try this 
instead: “I love how turned on you get, honey, and I 
love how wet you get. But it can make it difficult for 
me to come during PIV.” 

If you don’t put her on the defensive—if you 
don’t make her feel like shit about her pussy—you 
might be able to have a constructive conversation 
and come up with some possible PIV hacks. If 
there’s a move (clitoral stimulation) or an event 
(her first orgasm) that really opens up the tap, CLIT, 
save that move or delay that event until after you've 
climaxed or until after you've reached the point of 
orgasmic inevitability—if PIV isn’t painful for her 
when she’s a little less wet. 

You can also experiment with different positions 
to find one that provides you with a little more fric- 
tion and doesn't hit her clit just so—perhaps doggy 
style—and then shift into a position that engages 
her clit when you're going to come.

This thing happened—or this thing was done 
to you—before you made a commitment to your 
current partner, BUGS, and before ground rules 
were established. I’m assuming you got tested at 
some point over the last four years; failing that, I’m 
assuming neither of you has developed symptoms 
of an STI over the last four years. (And condoms 
don’t protect us from all the STIs out there, so 
even if you did come down with something, your 
partner could have passed it to you.) So cut yourself 
some slack, BUGS: You had unprotected sex under 
a sadly common form of duress. Fearing something 
much worse, you “agreed” to unprotected sex—you 
agreed but didn’t freely consent to unprotected sex. 
Too many men don’t understand that kind of fear 
or the de-escalation techniques women are forced 
to employ when they find themselves cornered by 
threatening men—de-escalation techniques that 
can include “agreeing” to but not freely consenting 
to sex, unprotected or otherwise. You're under no 
obligation to tell your current partner about that 
night, as it took place before you established your 
ground rules, so it’s not really any of his fucking 
business. And if homelessness is a potential conse- 
quence of telling your partner how you were pres- 
sured into sex you did not want, then you're lying 
to him now for the same reason you went bare with 
that asshole back then: duress.

The 
problem now is that this young woman won't acknowl- 
edge her feelings for me. She swears she never had feel- 
ings for me. We found ourselves alone one day, and her 
actions were clearly indicating that she wanted to have 
sex with me but her words prevented me from taking 
the opportunity. How can I reach this girl? She knows I 
love her. I know I’m not wrong. She wants what I want. 
This love is not something I chose and I’m beginning to 
resent it. 

In Lasting Love 


You are wrong. She does not want what you 
want. Your gut is lying to you. She is not in love 
with you. You do not share a connection. You need 
to listen to her words. She is not tied to the “ener- 
gy you are feeling. You have got to stop thinking 
with your dick. She was probably scared out of 
her wits when you managed to “find” her alone. 
You cannot reach this woman. She can sense your 
resentment and she’s afraid of you. In all honesty, 
ILL, l’'m afraid of you. Just as this poor woman 
most likely fears becoming one of the many women 
murdered every year by men they’ve rejected, I fear 
being the messenger who got shot. But you asked 
for my advice, ILL, and here it is: Get into therapy. 
You need help. And my advice for her, if she sees 
this, is to do whatever you must to protect your- 
self—up to and including moving away.
